3. , Subject statoa on page 4, C3DIC/CMF/SD/2 , "/vgents 
were as a rule only aispatchea rroxa Abt VI or the BdS 
itself or from Elnhelt Ida*'. What then was the dispatching

«CS Bn interrogation) allegedly orierea ror a pin mission 
in Livorno by a Lt# MULL12R and recruiter Enrico MlGALElPP 
for SD Turin? 

4# We wouia most appreciate an amplification by Subject of 
his discussion {C3DIC/C1[F/3D/2, page 3) or the precise 
relationships ana distinctions between the rour terri- 
torially organized SSuPJs West, Mitto, iUpen Vorlandi 
H33ul^?
